The Cili/en would sgy to the Manufacturers Hecoid. in the first 
f.laoe. that neither ridicule nor dogmatism i« argument or evidence 
of nound thinking on the part of one who presume* to *it im judgment 
upon other people's mental procenaea Hut Tin Cm/.F.s doea not 
wish to lie accused of using the methods of its critic. 

In the second place, if more than a paragraph from our editorial 
had lieen .pioted or read, out position would ha\e been more easily 
uiideraUajd A aecond editorial ou the same subject closely following 
the one quoted was sufficiently explicit to give little room for mig 
understanding or misiutei pretalion.

tonoafg lax on coal, is au gnswer to the lgst question. 

Furthermore, when the coal is gone and there is no more tit»t>er 
on the hills, whst diw* the company propose to do with it* land? 
Will it hold it aud control it a* the land baron* of Eugland do. re- 
ducing every occupant to the position of a tenant aud not a free 
bolder? 

The Manufactures' Hecord surely will bardly endorse such a 
policy aa this, but Ibis, in fact, it just whst the company is now repor- 
ted to be doiug. No employee within the w hole three hundred thou 
sand acres cau own a foot of land. Aud ultimately this land, devoid 
of its chief value, sMfeM re-ert to the chance purchaser who is left *J a 
worse state Ibau at Ihe beginning, fall into the hands of the govern- 
ment for rebuilding, or las beld in perpetuity by the corporation. 
The latter alternative not even the Manufacture*' Record could 
preaume to think at all possible.
